Girl Says She Fears Partner. 

Miss Heiman was pale and trembled 
violently as she affixed her signature 
to the affidavit. 
she was mortally afraid of Bratton. She 
feared he would be released on bond to 
confront her before she could leave the 
courthouse. 

“Mr. Bratton has frequently asked me 
to marry him,’’ she said. ‘I had writ- 
ten him not to come to see me any more, 
that I was determined to break off our 
acquaintance. On election day, after he 
had gotten this letter, he came to my 
home. He drew a revolver and said he 
would kill me if I did not promise to 
marry him. I promised and then he in- 
sisted that I ask my father.” 

“She was trembling and excited when 
she came to me,” the father broke in. 
“She said: ‘Please, please let me mar- 
ry him.’

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OUTBREAK OF WAR IN 
ALL EUROPE FEARED 


Russia Resents Possible Oc- 
cupation of Constanti- 
nople by Bulgarians and Is 
Servia’s Friend in Move- 
ment on Adriatic. 


By Associated Press. 
LONDON, tov. il.—Europe its facing 


one of the most critical weeks in her 
history. It may end in a war in which 
the whole confinent will be involved or 


it may be remembered as a week in 
which diplomacy succeeded in solving 
problems that appeared insoluble to 
many. 

On one side of the Balkan Peninsula 
there is an acute conflict between the 
aime of Austria-Hungary and Servia. 
which, if it is not arranged, might 
start a general European outbreak. On 
the other side, King Ferdinand’s Bul- 
garian army is on the point of entering 
Constantinople and that will be resented 
by Russia. 

The existing jealousies are so intense 
that it will take much pressure to in- 
duce either Austria or Servia to recede 
from its demands. Austria, in fact, 
takes go seriously the advance of a Ser- 
vian force toward the port of Durazzo 
that she has dispatched a steamer there 
to take off Austrian residents when the 
Servian troops arrive. 

Servia'’s friend, Russia, also is prepar- 
ing for eventualities. Besides keeping 
her time-expired men in the army, she 
is mobilizing her forces. At Sebastopo! 
transports have been prepared to con- 
vey Russian troops across the Black 
Sea, and her arsenals and commissariut 
departments are working night and 
day. 





iret Servian Troops Reach Adriatic 
Through Deep Snow. 


USKUP, Turkey, Nov. 11-—The van- 
guard of the Servian army has reache4 
the coast of the Adriatic Sea.

Ottoman Soldiers Flee, Leaving Dead 
and Wounded Behind. 
By Associated Press. 

PARIS, Nov. 11-—A graphic descrip- 
tion of the storming by the Bulgarians 
of the two Turkish forts at Kartaltepe 
and Papazatepe, in the outer line of 
fortifications around Adrianople, is for- 
warded by a correspondent of the Mail. 
He declared that their capture seals 
the doom of the Turkish stronghold. 

The operations began at daybreak on 
Thureday. Following their usual bril- 
liantly successful tactics, the Bulgarian 
infantry advanced in the direction of 
the forts under cover of a murderous 
fire of shrapnel. The Turkish troops 
sallied out from the forts to deliver a 
counter attack 

Tt was then the turn of the “Bulga- 
yian siege artillery which from every 
point on the surrounding hilis rained a 
terrific hail of projectiles on the lines of 
the Turkish troops. Every moment saw

SPOILS TO ALLIES 
ENGLAND’S VIEW 


Asquith Says Conquerors of Tur- 
key Should Not Be Robbed 


of Fruits of Victory. 

LONDON, Nov, 11.—An alarming ef- 
‘ect upon the publi¢ mind has been 
caused by the further movements of 
British battleships, following Prime Min- 
ister Asquith’s significant speech at the 
Lord Mayor’s banquet, in which he made 
use of these expressions: 

“Upon one thing I believe the general 
opinion of Europe to be unanimous—that 
the victors are not to be robbed of the 
fruits which cost them so dearly, 

“The map of Europe will have to be 
recast and no where is there is a dispo- 
sition to belittle the magnitude of the 
struggle or dispute the decisiveness of 
the result.”’ 

Sympathy with Balkan libefation. does 
not go to the length of tolerating the 
idea of England going to war to obtain 
for Servia an Adriatic port. A ‘certain 
Chauvinist section of British opinion 
would welcome war against the Triple 
Alllance because of the belief that 
France could whip Germany on land, 
while Britain could destroy her fleet, but 
this view finds no direct expression in 
the press and jis only made known in 
conservative and military clubs. 

A member of the Government informed 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent that al- 
though the situation has real possibili- 
ties of peril to European peace, the cir- 
cumstances in relation to Servia’s Adri- 
atic ambitions have been exaggerated 
and neither Italy nor Germany has as 
yet committed herself to the unqualified 
support of Austria’s alleged inexorable 
attitude. 

The immediate — he says, is that 
the press may magnify the importance 
of the question and inflame the people 
over it, whereas the move can be set- 
tled, if diplomatic methods are not there- 
by made fruitless. 

The outstanding feature of the crisis, 
the Minister further observed, is the 
energy and courage with which French 
Premier FPoincaire is laboring for the 
maintenance of peace as the British 
Government is equally pacific, while 
Russia’s willingness to fight for Servia 
is more than doubtful, war should be 
averted. 





Bulgars Hope te Prevent Massacres 
in Constantinople. 
VIENNA, Nov. 11.—Lieut. Wagner, the 
correspondent of the Reichspost at Bul- 

garian headquarters, telegraphs: 

“With regard to the struggle for the 
T'chatalja lines, I am only permitted to‘ 
say that the Bulgarian attack is proceed-. 
ing successfully. The troops have cap- 
tured additional advanced positions. The 
decisive stroke is to be delivered in such 
strength that the Bulgarian troops may 
reach the gates of Constantinople at the 
tame time as the routed Turks. All dip- 
lomatic meddling as Well as threatened 
massacres of Christians, are to be pre- 
cluded by immediate occupation of the 
city.”

Louis as elsewhere, but it must be re- 
tmmembered we had the strongest Re- 
publican machine in the United States 
to break down.

Entire Ticket to Be Named. 

‘We intend to name a city ticket for 
the spring election, including a nominee 
for mayor and al] other offices.

Some Politicians Say That Wil- 
.son Will Listen Rather 
to Folk. 


Speculation as to the probable suc- 
gessor of Thomas J. Akins as Postmaster 
of St. Louis, under the forthcoming 
Democratic administration, reached the 
point Monday where politicians were de- 
claring that United States Senators 
Stone and Reed would likely agree to 
recommend Colin M. Selph for the job. 

The St. Louis postmastership pays a 
Salary of $8000 a year. Akins’ term ex- 
pires June 1, 1913. Whether he will be 
permitted to serve out his term, or will 
be ousted to make room for a Democrat 
ts another matter that is creating con- 
siderable interest among the Democrats. 

Democratic politicians are proceeding 
upon the theory that Senators Stone and 
Reed will try to combine with Speaker 
Champ Clark to control the dispensation 
of Federal jobs in Missouri. Stone and 
Reed, in the Senate, might stand in a 
position to block the confirmation of ap- 
pointments not approved by them, but it 
is generally believed that the two Mis- 
souri Senators are going to find plenty 
of opposition to their program. 

Both Senators for Clark. 

Stone and Reed both lined up for Clark 
for President, and fought Wilson bit- 
terly before the Baltimore convention. 
Politicians in a position to know say 
that Gov. Wilson is much more likely 
to listen to the recommendations made 
by former Gov. Folk than to those made 
by the two Senators. 

Stone and Reed also fought Elliot 
Major for Governor, Neither Senator 
was consulted by the Democratic State 
Committee which conducted the Missouri 
campaign. Practically all the newly 
elected State officers, with the excep- 
tion of Lieutenant-Governor-elect Paint- 
er, and James T. Bradshaw, new Rail- 
road and Warehouse Commissioner, had 
the active “opposition of the Missouri 
Senators in the primary. 

It is known that both Stone and Reed 
fear a combination between Gov.-elect 
Major and former Gov. David R. Fran- 
cis to control the next senatorships. 
Senator Stone expects to have Francis 
for an opponent for the senatorship in 
1914, and Reed has fears that Major will 
have an ambition to succeed him in 1916. 
There is already a prospect of a war 
Letween the two factions. Speaker Clark, 
it is believed, will support Stone in his 
fight for re-election.> ° 

In the event of Stone and Francis 
both going into the fight for the sena- 
torship it is likely that former Gov. 
Folk will be a third candidate. Folk has 
been eager to renew the fight with Stone 
for the senatorship ever since the Bal- 
timore convention, where Stone, as one 
of the, leaders of the Missouri dele- 
gation, entered into the combination 
with the New Yorkers to nominate 
Clark. Francis, also a delegate-at-large 
to the convehtion, consented to this 
combination, which in the end resulted 
in Clark’s defeat. Folk stood with 
Bryan for Wilson. 

To edge into the Missouri campaign 
Senators Stone and Reed established a 
bureau in St. Louis for the distribution 
of literature printed in foreign ilan- 
guages. Selph was chairman of the 
committee, and Charles P. Higgins was 
secretary. Higgins is said to be slated 
by the two senators for United States 
Marshal, to succeed Wdward Regen- 
hart. P. J. Fitzgibbon, former City 
Register, has been talked of as Inter- 
nal Revenue CoXactor.

Government Contends $2 4 
Week Royalty on Equipment 
Is Violation of Law. 


If the Government wins its case 
against the so-called Motion Picture 
Trust, St. Louis theaters will divide ® 


large share of the $10,000,000 royalties 
fund the United States is seeking to re- 
osver, Joseph R. Darling, special agent! 
of the Department of Justice, who is 
here getting evidence, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Monday that an effort 
will be made to compel the trust to dis- 
gorge that sum. 

The Government’s theory; according to 
Darling, is that an arbitrary charge, ex- 
acted for use of machines and films in 
addition to the selling price of the equip- 
men*, is unlawful. ; 

Here on Harvester Case, Too. 

Darling's mission here is two-fold. Be- 
sides getting data in the picture trust 
case he is collecting evidence in the 
suit against the Harvester Trust. The 
sixth hearing in that case will take 
place here within the next 30 days, when 
St. Louis witnesses will be examined. 

The motion picture suit was filed in. 
Philadelphia. The Motion Picture Pa- 
tents Co., a New York corporation, was 
made defendant with 10 other firms, in- 
cluding the Pathe, Kleine, Edison, Selig, 
Kalem and Vitagraph companies. 

“The trust has grown to enormous 
proportions,” said Darling, “and has 
invested something like $100,000,000. It 
is trying to get a chain of houses across 
the continent, which would give it a 
virtual monopoly on ‘first view’ films. 

“This will be a great hardship on the 
smaller houses. It is hard enough now 
for the little man to get along. He 
may rent a building and buy his chairs, 
etc., and then find it impossible to get 
good machines and films. 

$2 a Week Arbitrary Charge. 

“The trust claims a right under its 
patents to make an arbitrary charge of 
$2 a week on machines even after they 
are sold to users. It also makes an 
arbitrary charge for the use of the pic- 
tures. It is able to do this through 
the General Film'Co., which we charge, 
is a subsidiary corporation. 

“If we win our suit we hope to divide 
the $10,000,000 these arbitraries are 
thought to have brought in among those 
who paid for it.. St. Louis, as one of 
the largest motion picture towns in the 
country, of course, would participate.” 

Darling is working with Hdward T. 
Grosvenor, Assistant United States At- 
torney-General, who is in charge of the 
trust investigations.

$10,000,000 Fund of A. T. & 


T. Co. Also Secures Sick 
Benefits and Insurance. 


The American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Co., and associated companies, 
the Western Union Telegraph Co. and 
the Western Electric Co., have an- 
nounced that a fund of $10,000,000 has 
been set aside to provide pensions, sick 
benefits and life insurance to employes. 
The fund will be available Jan. 1, 1913, 
according to J. W. Hiss, general man- 
ager of the Bell Telephone Co. 

Thirty thousand employes of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Co. will become 
beneficiaries of the plan. 

Male employes who have been in the 
service of the company 2 years and 
are 60 years old. may retire on a pen- 
gion which will be 1 per cent of the 
average salary for 10 years and mul- 
tiplied by the number of years of serv- 
ice, 

Any employe who has been in the 
service 80 years may be pensioned on 
approval of the company’s president. | 
No pension will be less than $2 a 
month. 

Total disability full pay for 13 weeks 
and half pay for the remainder of dis- 
ability up to six years will be paid to 
employes injured in the performance of 
company work. Employes disabled by 
sickness or accident outside the serv- 
ice will receive full pay for 13 weeks 
and half pay for 39 weeks if they have 
been in the employ of the company 10 
years. If in the service more than five 
and less than 10 years they will receive 
full pay for 18 weeks and half pay for 
13 weeks. If from two to five years in 
service they will get full pay for four 
‘| weeks and half pay for nine weeks. 

A maximum payment of $6000 will be 
paid to dependents of employes killed 
in the’performance of duty. Por death 
due to sickness or accident outside of 
service one year’s salary will be paid 
to dependents of employes of more than 
10 years’ service, and one-half of one 
year’s pay for those of from five to 10 
years’ service, the maximum payment

Her Attorney Aids State as Trial 
of Crawford for Killing 
Lawrence Duvall Opens. 


William “Cotton” Crawford was 
placed on trial in Clayton Monday for 
the murder of Lawrence Duvall, Nov 
13 last, which was the climax of & 
bitter feud in the district known as 


“Hell's Half Acre.” Crawford is indict- 
ed jointly with Eugene Marks, but the 
defendants took a severance and the 
State elected to try Crawford first. 

When the courtroom opened, almost | 
the first person to appear was Mrs. An- 
nie Duvall, mother of the slain man, 
whose hard fight to bring the slayers of 
her son to justice resulted in the pres- 
ent trial. 

Simultaneously with her arrival it was 
announced she had employed Attorney 
Charles P. Johnson to assist Prosecut- 
‘ng Attorney Mills in the ‘case. Miss 
Cora Rachel Purcell, the woman de- 
tective who has figured so prominently 
in the case, did not appear. but Mills 
announced she would be there when the 
proper time came. 

A special venire of 40 had been sum- 
moned. Judge McElhinney received the 
formal plea of not guilty and directed 
the attorneys to proceed with the selec- 
tion of the jury. The State will take 
unusual. care with its challenges, as its 
case is built entirely on a chain of cir- 
cumstances. 

The killing of Duvall was the outcome 
of Duvall’s desperate attempt to ré- 
venge himself upon two enemies. He 
returned from a several months’ stay in 
Texas. On the same day he went to 
the home of Charles Unger, in “Hell's 
Half Acre,” and shot Unger as he lay 
in bed. Then he went to Gus Elsner’s 
saloon, which was just across the line 
in St. Louis County, and shot Elsner. 

It was thought both men would 4ie, 
but both got well. Duvall was arrested

Kisner. After 
he was released on a bond signed by 
Fred Esgen, the St. Louis County oss. 

He was immediately rearrested in the 
county for the Unger shooting and was 
again released on a bond signed by Es- 
sen. Sixteen days after he shot the two 
men he was himself shot from ambush 
by two men and killed. 

His mother consecrated herself to the 
task of bringing his murderers to just- 
ice, She employed R. E. Nance, a-pri- 
vate detective. One of Nance’s most 
valuable aids was the rather mysterious 
woman known as Miss Purcell. 

Miss Purcelk got employment as a 
domestic in several “Hell's Half Acre” 
homes and is thought to have gained 
important information. Six persons 
were arested but all of them discharged 
axcept Crawford and Marks. 

“Hell's Half Acre” is a district along 
Rartmer avenue in St. Louis County, be- 
‘ween the city limits and the Wabash 
tracks.

LONDON, Nov. 1L.—The Government 
was defeated today by a vote of 23 
against 206 in the committee on the 
home-rule Dill. . 

A motion by Premier Asquith for con- 
sideration of the bill was adjourned. 

The division was a snap one on the 
financial provisions of the home rule 
bill. Snap divisions are not unusual, 
though this is the first in the history of 
the Asquith Government. 

Sir Frederick Banbury, a London 
Unionist member, moved an amendment 
providing that the total payment from 
the tmperial exchequer to the Irish Par- 
V‘ament should not exceed $12,500,000, ex- 
clusive of the amount received from 
Irish taxation. 

The House adjourned. 

There has been considerable opposi- 
tion by members on the ministerial side 
‘to financial provisions of the. home rule 
bill because control of the customs, they 
urgue, would enable the Irish Pariia- 
ment to introduce protection. 

The Cabinet does not necessarily have 
to resign and is unlikely to do so.
